we cuter upon the free coinage of silver 


•' JTow is the time and this is the plac 


to respectfully inquire of the dear olc 
so'.dier why, upon the 5th day of Novem 
ber, la the year of our Lord 1877, a 
page S41 of the Congressional Kecorc 
disclose?, he not only voted foe the fre 
and unlimited coinage of silver, bnt sc 
eager was he to pay off the soldier in 
'eighty-cent dollars' that he actually 
rctetl to suspend the rules in order tha 
not one moment might be lost in the in 
fliction of this 'great outrage,' as he now 
terms it, upon helpless pensioners. 


"Evidently, Mr. McKinlay had forgot 


ten his first love—silver—during the las 
campaign, for on October 37,1890, he 
addressed a letter to the Staik County 
Farmers' Alliance, wherein he wrote : 


'"I would honor gold and silver alike. 


What does that mean? Especially in the 
light of the Mayor's long-time devotion 
to silver? 
Can two motals be honored 


alike, when an untimely amnutit of them 
mny be taken to the mint for coin while 
the other one is not coined, and but a 
limited amount stored as pig rcctnl in 
the vaults of the Treasury? Tne tuith is 
that in Ohio (notwithstanding the declar- 
ation in their platform) and everywhere 
else, especially in the Central and West- 
ern States, the Republican party is ser- 
iously divided upon the free coinage ol 
silver. In the United States Semite the 
vote on that question stood sixteen Re- 
publicans for [ftce silver and twenty-sis 
against it. Tho Republican conventious 
in many States, beginning with Indiana 
and moving westward, have declared in 
favor of it. 
Doubtless, also, the Demo- 


cratic party is equally divided. 
There 


is an honest difference of opinion con- 
cerning the time and manner iu whicl 
silver can be icstored to the place in oiu 
coinage which it occupied prior to its 
stealthy demonetization in 1873. 


•' But the entire Democracy desire to 


see this dono with honesty, and as speed- 
ily as existing conditions will permit 
Wo do not intend that this subject shall 
go undebated, neither do we intend that 
our enemies shall divert us from the de- 
cisive issue of the tariff. The Ohio 
Democracy proposes to defend bi-metal- 
ism, which is the right of both motals to 
unlimited coinage. Although we may 
differ among ourselves as to the means 
of reaching such coinage, we most cm 
phatically do not believe in the doctrine 
enunciated by the Ohio Republican plat 
form, 
which endorses 
the 
amended 


Coinage Act of the last Republican Con- 
gress. Under this law, paper certificates 
are issued, but no silver will be coined, 
save in the event of the redemption of 
such certificates. The law is designated 
lo stop the coinage of silver. These cer- 
tificates are virtually warehouse receipts 
for so much bullion, and are based upon 
its daily fluctuations in the market. 
If 


any dollar could bo more thoroughly a 
shoddy dollar than these pig-metal paper 
certificate dollars it would be difficult to 
describe. 


" There is no good reason why the 


Government should not store pig lead or 
pig iron as well as pig silver, and issue 
circulating notes upon them. 
The nc.xt 


step in logical sequence, if you follow 
out the Ropublican theory, would bo to 
store wheat, corn and oats in Govern- 
ment elevators and issue currency on 
them. This is the Alliance idea, which 
the Republicans inconsistently denounc 
as visionary. The issue of certificates 
which are receipts for articles or mer 
chandise returnable on demand, is not a 
function 
of 
tho Government, 
whosi 


power is limited by the Constitution to 
the coining of money. 
It is mere pawn 


broking. 
Printed tickets or certificates 


might as well be issued upon the tempo 
rary deposit of watches, jewelry, or sec 
end-hand clothes. 
Under this now sys- 


tem of financiering, the Mint at Phila- 
delphia should be abandoned and the 
symbolical sign of three goldon balls 
hung over the entrance of the Treasury 
nt Washington. 


the legislative and treuiy pioneers to 
undo the wrong they have perpetrated 
and to aid, so far as lies in their power, 
to restore silver to its proper place and 
use. They believe in the doctrine of the 
party from Jefferson's 
day, that 
both 


metals should ba equally used as money. 
They havo in their platform demanded 
the free and unlimited coinage of bDth 
metals, for tho reason that they do not 
believe that either of the metals alone 
furnishes a sufficient basis for increasing 
the credit transactions of the world. 


"They desire the subject to be dis- 


cussed by the people, and believe it will 
be disposed of honestly and intelligently 
by the next Democratic National Con- 
vention. 
They indignantly resent as in- 


solent and untrue tho charge that they 
desire to restore the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver in any manner except 
in that which will make every silver dol- 
lar as good in puichasing power as any 
other dollar, and worth one hundred 
cents, as it is to-day, wherever the Amer- 
ican flag may cover it."

VERDI NOTES. 


The Bull Invention —Stenin Wagons- 


State and Other Matters. 


VEBDI, September 18, 3891. 


EDITGB STATE JOURNAL:—Believing that 


this section of the country is worthy of 
some notice, I will attempt to give you a 
few of the points of Verdi which have 
struck me as being interesting, in the hope 
that it may prove of some interest to 
others. 


First in regard to the town itself, some- 


thing might be said. It's location, situated 
as it is on the beautiful Trockee, sur- 
rounded on all sides by high mountains, is 
piotureeque. Those directly to the west 
rising into the main chain of the Sierras 
and covered with a thick growth of pines, 
presents one of the most charming laud- 
scapes imagineable. 
Verdi, if not the 


most important, has to my mind the most 
delightful surroundings of any town In our 
State. 
Besides, I believe, there is a 


bright future for this little village, as no 
better water power can be found on the 
coast than that in this vicinity. 


Bat I mast hasten on to other points. 


Many things of interest can be found here. 


THE BUM, MACHINE. 


Here can be seen probably the most re- 


markable attempt at an invention of per- 
petual motion ever concocted since the fall 
of Adam. 
To describe this wonderful 


pio-'eof mechanism is too great a task for 
my humble powers. 
Suffice it to iay that 


about $3,000 was expended in its construc- 
tion, and when it was completed, instead 
of running on forever, as was expected, 
there were not men enough present with 
all their combined powers to turn it. I 
understand the inventor, D. F. Bull, in- 
tended to go East with his machine and 
probably ask aid from Congress to carry 
on his work, but that expedition ia still 
and ever will remain a matter of futurity. 
It might be a good idea for Nevada, if she 
hasn't anything else to exhibit at the 
World.3 Fair, to send the Bull wheel to 
Chicago, that it may stand out to all the 
world as a glaring example of the folly of 
attempting to create energy ont of nothing. 


STEAM WAGONS. 


Bat I will pass on from this to one that 


is worthy of groat notice, for on the pages 
of history are recorded many inventions of 
far less importance than that of Doane's 
steam wagon, which forms one of the in- 
teresting features of Verdi. There are two 
of these wagons, and they are really not 
wagons at all, but powerful steam engines 
which make the round trip from Lewis' 
saw mill to this place, a distance of about 
forty miles, every day and a half. 
These 


two engines haul about 70,000 feet of lum- 
ber at a trip, and during the time they 
have been in operation this Summer have 
averaged about 1,000,000 feet a month. 
Three seta of wagons, numbering fifty-four 
in all, are needed to keep these engines 
busy. 
An engine and seven wagons con- 


stitute a train, and it is a sight seldom 
seen and one not soon to be forgotten to 
seo these two trains winding over a moun- 
tainous road, up hill and down, always at 
the same speed, which, when loaded, is 
about four miles an hour.

This m iy at 
ttti-t be doubted, but the construction of 
those engines and tbe fact that their cylin- 
ders are maoh larger than those of the 
locomotives mokes everything favorable 
for their superior strength.

THE DEATH OF ORTIZ. 


An Inquest Held on the Uody. 


Yesterday morning Coroner J. V. Peers 


was aroused from his slumbers and notified 
of the death of Louts Ortiz. At 4:30 tbe 
coroner and Undertaker Sanders proceeded 
to the bridge and oat down the body, 
which was taken to the morgue. In the 
afternoon an inquest was held, the follow- 
ing named peisons having been impaoneled 
as a jury by the coroner: Calvin Conn, W. 
M. Anderson, J. E. Campbell, John Frazer, 
W. A. Wimer and John Home. Under- 
taker William Sanders testified that Cor- 
oner J. V. Peers came to his house be- 
tween & and 5 o'clock. 
He requested him 


to ont down the body of Ortiz which he 
said was hanging on tbe iron bridge. 


John Caugblin, Deputy Sheriff, testified 


that he was on duty at the Court-house. 
He had gone to bed nbout 10 o'clock, and 
the first thing he heaid was a tap on the 
door. He asked "Who was there?" and 
was answered "A friend who wants to see 
you." 
He opened the door and was told 


to throw up his bands, and at the same 
time was grasped by the arm and shoved 
into a chair. They searched him for keys 
and took bis pistol. 
He told them it was 


no use to resist and gave them the keys. 
They motioned to me to open the jail door. 
I told them "I quit right there, that I 
would not open it," so they opened the 
door themselves. 
They ordered me to 


open the inside of the j»il, which I did. 
They made motions, as much as to Bay, 
"which cell is be in?" I told them tbe 
second cell on the right. They opened 
the call and called to this man, "Louis 
Ortiz, come out." "In the meantime I 
oame out of the jail to place my locks and 
keys in the proper place. They then 
asked me ia which of tbe two cells was 
Ortiz. I told them the smallest of the 
two. 
They then left with tbe man Ortiz, 


telling the guard to watch me." 


The jujry after hearing all the evidence 


attainable found the following verdict.

A fleet of Whalebaclts for the Atlantic, 


Alexander McDougall, the inventor of 
he whaleback boats and builder of the 
whulehack steamer, Charles W. Wet- 
more, which reached Liverpool Tuesday 
with a cargo »f wheat from Duluth, was 
at the Sherman honse yesterday. 
"In 


ninety days," he said, "onr mills for the 
construction of sj;eei plates, angle irons 
and bolts will be completed at Duluth, 
and we shall immediately tay the keels 
for ten more whaleback boats for service 
on the Atlantic. 


"Wo shall build a whaleback steamer 


450 feet long, with cabin accommoda- 
tions for 2,000 passengers, for service 
during the World's fair. After the fair 
is over it will be cut in two and taken to 
the Atlantic. It is possible that we will 
build more than one of these boats. 
They will have great speed and will be 
elegantly fitted ont." 


The Wetmore, Captain McDougall 


added, will load with a partial cargo of 
machinery for tho new shipyard on 
Puget sound, near Seattle, and will then 
return to New York, where it will take 
on material for the first two boats to be 
built on the Pacific coast. The Ameri- 
con Steel Barge company, which is build 
ing the whalebacks, is largely composed 
of officials of the Northern Pacific rail 
road.—Chicago Tribune.
